We had intended publishing the evidence

entire, but as there was between forty and
fifty witnesses, and the evidence was so vol-
uminous we are compelled to substitute a
brief synopsis icbtead, which, of course can
not be as definite as the entire testimony
would be.

FOB THE PP.OSECt.TION.
The testimony of witnesses direct and

by cross-examinatio- n was about as follow :

Win. U . Watkins and Henry Brown were
playing biiliards in the Edwards House
Siioou ; after the first game was over Lew is
asked payment; Watkins stid he would pay
alter be played another game ; Lewis wanted
the pay first, and bean to turn out ibe
light-- ; Watkins objected and said Lewis
would not treat a white man that way ;
Lewis paid no attention, took up the cue
that .Brown had put down, gathered the
balls together w ith it and took them up;

Watkins repeated, and Lewis struck him
one or more times with the cue; Watkins
returned blow with his cue; Lewis struck
again ; Lewis called police; policeman came
and arrested Watkins ; Lewis told him to let
him go, it w ould be all right if he would pay
tor the game; Watkins said lie would; Lewis
said take him on to jail; Watkins was car-
ried out of the saloon ; he w as very bloody ;
fell upon the sidewalk ; whs lifted up; more
talk by both parties and by bystanders,
some of whom jbjectid to Watklijs being
carried to jail unless Lewis was; some said
he was too badly hurt to go to jail. He was
given in charge of his 1 Mends by police-
man ; was assisted to hack ; fell again ; was
put in the hack, which drove oil"; Lewis was
arrested and cairied up town; was released
with instructions to appear Monday morn-
ing; Watkins was next seen at Nelson
